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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3/9/2004 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 



directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Nakamura et al (2004/0027105 or 6,891,342), Priority Papers 2002-231433 and 2002- 
233022). 

With respect to claims 1 and 4-6, see figure 2 for the carrier signal output section 
35A, phase shift circuit 35C, and comparators 300A and 300B and the reversal carrier 
signals in figure 3. Nakamura et al disclose at the background of the invention that the 
control circuit is used for cooling fans of vehicles. 

With respect to claims 2 and 3, since Nakamura et al disclose the duty factor 
calculation as shown in figure 5 of the description, it is inherent to calculate the phase 
difference as recited in claims 2 and 3. 

Citation of Pertinent References 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The patents to Furukawa et al (6,704,212), Okuyama et al (6,088,246), Fujii et al 
(4,802,077), Fu (6,775,158), Nakatani et al (6,388,416), and Sakurai et al (5,627,441) 
are PWM control systems including comparators and phase difference setting portion.
